New Jersov leading 
with t.I7, 122,i';>0. while New York foU 
lowoil with ^10,170,110, Conneclieul 
ifS.SHl.lOO, Massachusetts ;?."), 7dl, 2G0, 
and rennsylvania .•?,■). -IDUSIO. A num- 
ber of branches of the iiulustry received 
a special impetus from tho Centennial 
E.Khibilion, notably gros grain dross 
silks and handkerchiefs, while silk ta- 
I^ostry aud similar goods aro products 
of the last six years. With the growtii 
of local manufacture the Importation 
of foreign silks has lluctuated and of 
late years fallen oil', tho decline from 
1882 to 1883 being ^;0,3I4,OG!), while tho 
decrease will bo still greater tliis year. 
Aloanwhilo the importation of raw silk 
has increased, and thi.i country is now 
considered the best market in tho 
world, siiggostiug jjossibililies in Amor- 
lean cocoon raising which ought not to 
be neglected, as ctiriain portions of tho 
United States aro perfectly adanted to 
tho growth of tho mulberry tree. Amer- 
ican silk manufacturers have sovoral 
strong advanages over foreign comjiol- 
iiors. Thoy have a good iiomo market, 
can readily adapt themselvcvs tu sudden 
changes in fashions, and, while using 
moro machinery, produce the beat aiul 
most uniform fabrics. — Upriiuj field

THE GOVERNMENT LOT SALE 

"Witli a zeal worthy of a bettor cause, our 
morning ccntomporAry Lah sot about iLc 
task of nusrepreseuting the the acts and in- 
. teutions of tho proviueiiil grovemment and 

iiiisIi'Uilin.L! till' iJiiblic mind with icferoiiee 
to the ri'ieiil s;di^ of eoltniii crowu lands 
within the; city limits. Unless Damo Kiimor 
does him giirvuUH wroii^!, tho editor of tho 
oi)£iositiou oigaii h:is u woll dolhicd motive 
111 commtMii;iiiy this Wiufiiio just now. 
Free from those "huiiKiu wiakucssea" 
which would restrain ordiiiuiy mortals un- 
der tho delicala eircr.iustanees, this egotis- 
tical political abortion has the credit of be- 
ing ougngcd ill steidtbily canvassing the city 
for votes* to place himself in a vacancy 
which his thirsty soul hopes will soon bo 
crcntpd through tho severe and Inmoutcd 
iUlHctiou of one of its reprosoutatives! 
■\Vith this highmiuded aud patriotic object 
in view, this individual has seized eagerly 
upon tlie recent hind sale, for lack of soiue- 
thiuj! more substant iiil, with the hope of 
damaging tbe cause (>f the government, and 
helping liis own. lu former articles we 
IKiinted out tile emptiuess of the outcry at- 
tempted to be raised against the Lrovern- 
lueut, aud the reiteratimi of its luisstate- 
meuts must be our apology for meeting our 
coutem])orary with an iteration of the facts. 
There is really uo parallelism between the 
portions of pablio^sqiuiors aud gardeusuow 
in course of being sequostored by the cor- 
poration of New Westuiinstor and tho lots 
rcoontly sold in Victoria by the govoriiriiont. 
In the former ease thu land was absolutely 
dedicated to tile eity for public purimses, 
and it required an act of parliauieiit to em- 
jiowcr the eorpoi i'tioii to expropriate por- 
tions of said i;roUiul for otiier purposes. 
Victoria woul.l have a casi' exactly parallel 
if, having a suiierahuiulauce of ground laid 
out aud dedieated to her use as public 
squares and gardens, she applied to the 
legiillature for, and obtained, power to ex- 
propriate certain portions thereof. But, 
nufortunatoly for Victoria, she has not a 
redundaucy i>f |)ublic K(]nares and gardens 
— albeit she is by no im'nns so badly <dr iu 
this respect as some would, for their own 
purposes, have it i ppe.'ir. lu IJeacou Hill 
nloue, she iiosses.ses a public park of which 
much larger cities might well feel proud 
of which Now Wi'stliiinster might be exensed 
lor feeling Jealoun. It i.^ tli. r> f.irc mU , ;t 
is disingenuous to persist in comparing 
and treating alike two cases without a single 
point in ciuiimoii. Hut in the ease of the 
crown lauds recently sold within these cities 
by the goveyiiiieiit tbe parallelism is eoiu- 
])leti'. In both cities there remained certain 
misiild town lots, the laoperty of the prov- 
ince. The governniciil came to the con- 
clusion that it would be i;i the true inti.-rest 
of the prciviiicc tliat these lots should be 
sold and tin' proc'ei-ils iiuule available for 
jjublic ini|ooveiiii'iits througlunit the coun- 
try. It was considered to be in the true in- 
terests of the respective municipalities in 
which they were situated that they should 
be disposed of by thu crown, and thereby 
become taxable and revenue producing, aud 
at tho same time placed in the way of being 
improved and built uiion — instead of con- 
tinuing, as they have all these years, bar- 
ren alike of revenue, beauty, or utility. 
"With this eerliiinly i)ro])er and laudable ob- 
ject in view, the lots iu New Westminster 
and a portion of the lots in N'ictoria owned 
by the "vown, were advertised for sale. As 
was stated in iirevions ai ticles, the corpora- 
tion of New \Vestniiiister had apjilied to 
successive adminstratious, twice to the 
present one, to have the lots iu question 
handed over nbsohitely to tho city. That 
request was uniformly and firmly met by 
distinct refusal; and it was pointed oui that, 
as tho lots belonged to the whole iiruvince, 
the goveniineiil had iieitlnn- right nor powi-r 
to make a ]ire;ieiil ol tlieiii to the city. 
When these lots iu tin; respective cities 
came to be advertiseil for sale, the New 
Westminster coriioratioii made formal ap- 
plication for titiw. to bo handed over to 
the city for specific public purposes — a re- 
quest which was considered reasonable and 
was promptly granted. In like manner tho 
eorj)oratiou of Victoria made application for 
till, tho lots to bo unconditionally handed 
over, without assigning any specilic public 
pur|iose. This re(piesi was considered not 
only unriiiisouable, but entirely bcyiuul the 
power of the government to grant; and it 
was consequently refused. It may be con- 
veuiently stated hero that in the eas.; of 
New WestJuiuHter, there were nineteen lots, 
and the corporation applied for and oh ^ 
tainod three. In the case of Victoria there 
wore iu all seventy-four lots, all of which 
the cor[)oratioii periuiUoriiy demanded, not 
for speiatied public purposes, but as of ab- 
solute right! And how ilid the gov<riiiiii-nt 
meet this deiiiaudy l>y withdrawing tweiity- 
ono lots from sale and reserving them for 
public city ])urposi'S, and by withholding 
from sale eighteen other lots, iu order that 
they, too, might be available for civic pur- 
poses, should the future needs of the .jiiy 
demand. It will thus ho seen that, of tho 
nineteen lots in New Westminster, the gov- 
ernment sold sixteen, appropriating three 
for civic ]iurposes; whereas of the seveiity- 
four lots in Victoria, the govi-rnmeiit only 
.sold thirty li\e, leaving thirlii niiif avail- 
able for civic )>ni poses. .Vnd yet, in tlu! 
face of these iiKlis|iutal)le facts, tin; cry of 
fuvoritisiin as against Victoria, ia attenipted 
to be raised and llu-re are to bn found 
those wdio deniaud that Victoria ishall re- 
ceive as liberal treatment at tho hands of 
tho government as New Westminster bus re- 
ceived! To the people of the Koyal City, 
such a demand must, under tho cireiim- 
stanccs, look very like grim sarcasm. Surely 
if the goverumout is oi)en to the ehaij^'c of 
favin-ilism at all in this eonnoction, this 
facts above uarnilefl woiilil look in the o])- 
posite direction I hey would point to this 
as the favored coniinunity. IJul We do not 
think there exists any good ground for the 
change in either direction. In setting 
apart thirly-iiine li>ls for civic inirjioses in 
this city, the govermnent only evinced a 
projier appreciation of tho elaiins of tlio 
principal. coiomunitr, and a becoming de- 
sire to meet its n-asoiiablo riiquiroinonts. 
As >vas said in a previous article, we would 
have been veiy glad indeed if thi; govern- 
ment could havi- seen its way to hand over 
till, tho lots. I5ut as the custoiliiuis of the 
projierty of the province, and feeling their 
duty to tho whole i)eopIe and respoiisil>ilily 
to the legiKhitiire, it is |)re.HUinalile th.it the 
uiiuisters did not foci jnstilieil in going 
further in that diructiou than they havu 
done. We do not forgot the asser- 
tion inndo by the opposition organ to 
the eHi.ct that none of those lots have 
been givi;n to the eily. 'I'echnically speak- 
ing, perhaps they have not; but prac- 
tically tlioy have. Tlie ninu lots skirting 
James Bay, although olferod couditioiially 
in tlio Hist instaiiuo, liavo been uncon- 
ditionally reserved fitr the purposes of a 
public os[daiiado; and tho block of twelve 
lots between .Su[ierior and Alichigaii 
streets has lieen set aiiart for puldii; gar- 
dona. Tliese twonty one lots may, there- 
fore, fairly bu coii.sidored as secured to iln^ 
city, whether tlie present guardians ol 
the civio interests petulantly rel'iisu tins 
gift or not.' Nor is there reaaonablo 
ground for doubt that the uiglitumi lots 
}jiug between Ontario aud ISimcoe 



streets will bo duly banded over 
for public purpn.so^. Looking at 
ihia subject in all its bearings, it is, in- 
deed, ditlicult to see how those who have 
been striving, by miaropreseiitatioii of 
facts, to create projudico against the 
goveriiinont, can bu regarded :ia tho true 
friends of this city. Aluch les-s aro thoy 
acting iu the interests of the province and 
of good government. 



OUR FUTURE CITIES. 

It is commonly believed tliat, from 
climate or other causes, the people of the 
Pacific slope are excitable and mercurial. 
Tliis may not bu wholly untrue, but in 
one matter which lately e.xcited the [leo- 
plo east of tlie liockies, onr i)oo|)le liavo 
shown commundablo caution. Townaito 
"booming" lias not boon a game worth 
playing in this province. The reasons for 
this are not far to seek. In the first 
place, we have learned something from 
what has taken place oast of tho monn- 
tains as to "paper" towns and townaito 
booming. Secondly, those who iiilliieiico 
opinion here have not lived a tiuartur of a 
century on tho northwest coast for 
nothing. They know pretty woll tlio 
nature, resources and conditions of thu 
country, and what is likely to be the 
effect of the making of a railway through 
it. It ia maiiifoat that thoro will not bo 
innro than two conaidorablo comiiicicial 
towns in tlic province for a long time — 
one for the coast trade and aiioiher for tho 
interior trade. Victoria will remain what 
alio now ia — the chief town on tho coast, 
with u commercial position and residential 
attractions which no other place can so - 
euro or otter. Her sister Naiiaimo, also, 
will greatly ilouriah, and the two cities 
will help 0110 another, growing eacii mi its 
own root, with intertwining hiiuiclie< like 
Nowcaatlo aud London. The future of 
New NN'ostminiiter, as a ple^^sant place of 
roaidenco, as tho usttxbliahud buaiiiosa 
centre of the greatest agricultural district 
in the province, a iirodiictivo city also iu 
reference to the aalnion caiiiiorics, and as 
having a fair share of the co.ist trade, is 
ill our jiidgineiit, well assured. The 
policy of the 0. 1*. U. cannot harm any id' 
those throe cities, nud there will bo no 
other cities on tho coast in our time. 
Vale and tho Rockies, tliroiieh wdiich the 
(J. F. R. paaae3,has two n.-itiirtil divianuia - 
the western, as far aa Kaglo I 'ass, a stock- 
raising section, not without good coal, and 
the eastern, between Eagle P.isa and 
the Rockiea, a distinctively mineral and 
forest section. The coast cities cannot 
ho[)e to contiiMie to coinniaud the trade of 
tho tibove region. (Joods will largely 
coino from the east by railway, and will 
bu distributed from some to-.V!: which, 
probably will serve both tho above sec- 
tions of the interior. No nno can say at 
proaont, whore this town will bo. I'l-saihly, 
there will bo villages at liariies and Sa- 
vona's. Kamloops is established, which 
always goes for soniething, ami is cen 
trally placed for tlie western section of 
the above region. Whether it wilt grow 
from a village into a town will depend on 
tlio enterprise of its peoole and the policy 
of tho C. 1'. II. 'i'he development of the 
good coal ininos on tho North 'I'hompsiui 
would help Kamloops. C'ohiinbia City, at 
the second crossing -'f tliy (Jolumliia, 
possibly, will be a forinidablo competitor. 
It IS placed midway between the forest 
and stock-raiaing sections, and will havu 
sawinilis to start it. The C I'. U must 
have its inountain division stations in that 
locality, and the place is, moreover, the 
tapi»iiig point of tho C. I'. R. by a nav- 
igable waterway fromfthe United States — 
the only such waterway between Mani- 
toba and the I'acilic. 

"MR. UANETS REI'onT." 

In Saturday's issue of the Columbian is 
a reprint of the greater part of an inter- 
view by II repre.seiilive of Tin; CoI.o.sist 
with Mr. W. J. Haiiey, thesiiperiii tendon t of 
the 0. R li. construction in U. G. In 
the same issue of tho Columbian ia an ar - 
tide passing a number of strictures on tlie 
facts cotitainiHl in the report, and calling 
ill question the veracity of both tlio inter- 
viewer and interviewed. ;\ftur a nuiuber 
of intemperate statements, the article L'oes 
on to say: "The railway from Port Moody 
tn Spenco'a Bridge is not hiiished at .ill." 
This will be news to a number of gentlc - 
nion who came over that line on Friday 
i.-ist from Lyttoii, and who declared that 
the road is well liiiislied and easy niiining. 
In thu next aoiitunce the stateineiit la 
made tliat "Soiiiu of it is not Ji'ilj lin 'islir.ii 
and a good deal iiaa never been ballaaled." 
After rating about the falsehood of Mr. 
llaney 's inforniatioii, these two atateiiients 
have a rather suapicious roiiding, and 
make it appear aa though the writer was a 
little careless, to say nothing stronger. 
The road ia ballasted from Sponco's 
iiridge to Pitt river, four miles from Port 
M .'dy, and this last dialance has been 
aligiitly bailaated, but tint, as yet, to 
propur height. "The road from Port 
Moody to the Miasion liaa been merely 
cut through aullicieiitly widu to admit of 
construction trains, and temporary em- 
haiikinonta thrown up across the low- 
lands." Such a thing as a "toiiiporary eni- 
bankniont" ia unknown in railway cou - 
atriicli iil. There is only oiii; part of the 
road (Clay Out near tho iM i.si.ioii) t hat ia 
not tho full width called for by tho gov 
ernment specifications, viz, : 17 feet banks 
and '21 feet cuts. \t the present time 
tliere ia a steam aliovel widening this 
porti<Mi,and it will have liiushed the um k 
in another month. -At I'ltt i\le;ulnus, the 
lUily other part of the road that is not full 
height, tho slope to the bridges is gradual, 
the track is well surfaced, and trains can 
run with safely at a speed of twenty-live 
inilo.s per hour. The hanks at Maple 
llidge are sloped ai;cordi iig to the lui- 
gineer'a atakes, and exactly as to apecilica- 
tions, and ri[)-ra[i work would not make 
the road run smoothiu' lU' safer. "Tem- 
porary trestlo work still sui)ports tho track 
in a great many places, and we have thu 
autiiority of a [iraclical eiigiiu^or of high 
standing, who lately went over tiie road, 
for saying tiiat it ia niiaafe fiir passenger 
trafiio. * * * 'I'l^e temporary 

trestle work at Harrison river, everybody 
know.s, cannot bo safe for traflic," says the 
Uohinibiaii article. The fact is the trestle 
at liarriaon river, whicli is a mile iu 
length, has been lillod in for aoine weeks, 
and a small piece of temporary trestle at 
Harrison Lake is now being lil.'ud by ciui- 
structioii trains, aud will bo com[)leted in 
a couple of weeks. Practical railway men, 
who aro not connected with theC. P. R. , 
li.avo informed us th;it the road between 
the Mission and Spence's Iiridge ia aa well 
ballasted .la any road thu.y over p.aaand 
over, and this is vorilicd by iiaasengora 
who caino over tho road on Friday last 
from (jyLtun. No accident has boon caus- 
ed any' passenger or employee by thu 
tresthw, no delay of tr.iiii.'i, and not a 
wheel ever got off the I r.ack on them. 
I''roni lliis we cannot ace lonv the ciniclii- 
aiou can bu arrived at that thu road ia un- 
safe. True, some accidents from culliaiun 
liavo occurred, through carelessties from 
train hands, but this cannot, be iininiled 
to tho way in which tho road is consl riict- 
ed. Newspapers should no doubt oxer- 
cine every precautiou iu protecting the 



jTublic from imposition and danger, but 
tliQ glaring misstatements in the Coluin- 
bian articlo are without foundation, and 
show a lack of engineering knowledge on 
the part of its informant, or a malicious 
desire to injure the contractors" of tho 
road. Those who know Mr. Llanoy will 
not for an instant doubt that gentleman's 
veracity. There would bo nothing to gain 
in tho publishing of any untrutha in ref- 
erenco to tho road, and thu only conclu- 
siiui to be drawn from tho Cuhimbian'a 
article is that the writer was thoroughly 
misinformed on the matter by the "practi- 
cal engineer," (?) who evidently had nut 
been over tho line f(U' some months past, 
and who had sumo other end to gain than 
the protection or information of tho pub- 
lic. 



REPORTED INDIxlN OUTUREAK. 

Wo do not yet know tho particulars of 
tho luurdor of Major Croziur, one of tho 
suporiiitendaiits of tho N. W. I'ulico 
Korce, but thu mention of public excite- 
niunt being caused by thu news suggoats 
that hu may have been killed by Indians 
resisting authority. Those who beat un- 
derstand not th- west affairs, and the 
shortcomings of Canadian management of 
tho Indiana, have long believed that a 
more or leas aerioua iputbreak is only a 
question of time. The rising of course 
would bu pat down, but many settlers 
might suffer, aud tho progress of the 
country wuuli be checked. It may be 
interesting to state the composition of tho 
mounted police forco which would, first, 
have to meet hostile Iiuliaus. There aro 
about 4'JO constables, oflicorod by IK) cor- 
porals, 46 'sergoantB, three surgeons. 
Hi inspectors, superintondenta and a 
commissioner. The force is much scat - 
tercd, tliere being altogether 24 stations 
and outposts. At tlio hoadipiarters, 
iiegiiia, 1-10 men; Fort Macleod, 7rt; 
Calgary, 7ti; iMaple Creek, Tpo; liattle- 
ford, -11.'; at a few other |)laces about a 
scire each. Then tliere are l,"i outpoats, 
each with two or three men, to check 
cattle killiiig.horae stealing and smuggling. 
One outpost is in Kuuteniiy. The ar- 
tillery .'irinamoiit of tho force coiiHists of 
two nilie-pouiKler inountain gniia, and 
tv.-o small inortiirs at l<'i'rt iMaclead, two 
sevon pounder broii/.u inountain guns at 
Calgary, and two at Retina. The con- 
stables are armed with rifles and rovol 
vera- -Winchester rilhis. Wliitiiiaii bits 
and California saddles, without tapaderos 
aroused. About oiietliird of tho force 
are recruits of litllo more than a year's 
aervico, and in that country, of course, 
there can bo no open-air drill in winter. 
Tho demand, too, on the force for more 
police duty interferes with drilling. 'I'he 

cuinuiaiitlaiii i.s no! it iiiioi.ii} iM!ii.er, hut 
has militia experii'iice. lie served in the 
Ked River expedition. Wo slnnild siio- 
|jose that the force onsista of good light 
iiig iimtorial, hut it is hardly possible, 
iindor the circumstances, tliat it (;aii 
r.mk high in purely military esliinalion. 
Ill tho event of the pidice rei|iiii ing help, 
the .M:initidKi militia, under Lt. Col. 
llooghtoii, IS the nearest force, but it is 
doubtful if many of its men cuuld act aa 
inouiited infantry. There woiihl, of 
cuiirae, be no lack of voliinteera, but the 
employment of undisciplined volunteers in 
Indian lighting is not very desirable. An 
Indian war is a terrible calamity, and one 
war breeds another, likely to bo worse 
than the lirst, owing to increased raco- 
biltiu'iiesa, cruel memories and despair. 
Littile do we yet realise, in this province, 
what tho public owe to those who by 
broad, lirni treatment, in easential in:U- 
ters, have, des[iito inaladminiatration, 
lessened the chancea of Indian troiiblea in 
our midst. 



A liETlMSrECT.

Victoria will have its railway suggests a 
a little rotrospuot as to the progress of 
means of locomotion. .Sir Williuni Scott, 
whom iniddle-.aged men among us might

Ibit 
with improved roads, wheels carried the 
daj' in Fngl.ind, and coaches became com- 
mon —the I larkaways and Klyawaya, t hat 
:ioine cd ua rei.ieiiilier, with the 'I'oiiy 
Vollera and tho (jld cinintiy iniia. How 
quickly that real coaching era passed ! 
.■\lready, (ieorge .Stephenaoii was getting 
the rocket engine into working order. 
Raihvaya came, with their largo green 
passenger tickets on whicli the name was 
written in lull. Fancy-writing ]iaaseiigers' 
uaniea at a large railway staticui now I A 
ruvidiitionary proposal to carry coals by 
railway was by and by made. Said Lord 
Chancellor Eldon, himself a Newcasllo 
man, "I will uat all tho coals, Stiiphoiisoii , 
that your railway will carry." .Vmdhor 
eminent personage oxelaiined, "C'jala by 
railway ! you will becarryim; dung ni!Xl. " 
"Toll liiiii," replied old (ieorge, "that 
when ho travels by railway, it carries 
dung now." Owing to Hiune strange |>re 
jiidice, or vague fear of combustion, the 
people at lirst would not travel in trains 
of which coal trucks fiirmed a part. Tho 
coal wagons had to be sheeted Iroin their 
sight. It is odd to think that we are 
Hiieakiiig here of a time wliuu many 
among us were grown men. Will not the 
r;iilway era [jasa .away like tho coaching 
era / We smile, perhaps, at the above 
short r(droa[)ect witlnuit rellecling that, 
jirobably, wo ourselves are, now, in luir 
turn, tho unconscious slaves of preju- 
dices as absurd as those which our fathers 
eiiturlainud.

The sham light at Hcncoii Hill to duy 
by the Es(ininiult fluot, aa.siatod by tlio 
]}• C. {garrison artillery, promises to bo 
the most •attractive feature of the year's 
aniusemouta. The day has been declared 
a civic holiday by the mayor, -and the 
achoela will be clo.sed for the day, while 
nearly all places of business will i.baerve 
it as n holiday. No doubt a large num- 
ber of strangers will visit our city to- day 
to witness the event. The following 
oHicial list of the niantuuvres to bo gone 
througli wo republish from Sunday inurn- 
iiig'a issue : 

The fort on Beacon Hill will bo oecu 
pied by the Artillery who will be joined 
at about half past nine o'clock by doiach- 
menta of bluojaoketa and murines from 
H. M. S. Satellite, and a detachment of 
bluejackets from U. iM. S. iMuline. 

The attacking force will be cumpn.fod of 
bluejackets and marines of the Swiftaiire, 
supported by four lield guns of that sliip, 
and this force will leave Etijuimalt at liair 
past nine o'clock in boats in tow of ti. M. 
S. Mutine. 

At 10 o'clock the Mutine will open lire 
with her gtina on the fort, which will re- 
turn the tire, the attacking force in the 
meanwhile landing on the beach and ad- 
vancing through the wood on the fort. 

The defenders of the fort, after their 
guns are silenced, will retire in the direc- 
tion of the Park Hotel, jnakinga stand at 
the edge of the race track. The attacking 
force will follow ilieir retreat in skir- 
jnishing order, and, on the defenders leav- 
ing their temporary [insilion and falling 
back on the hotel, the attacking force w ill 
continue to advance until the "cease lire" 
is sounded. The combined forces will 
then agaeiiible and stand easy. 

Further field muiiuiuvros will aubso- 
c|uently be gone through: — Bayonet ex- 
ercise by the marines, iinil the cutlass drill 
by the bluejackets.

A Vimlicalioii of I7laiia;;ciiicnt. 

To TiiK EiiiTOu:— 1 find in your issue 
this week a letter from "A Farmer," find- 
ing fault with the agricultural societies in 
general, and with the Saanich society in 
particular, with regard to tho way in which 
the prizes have hctii awarded at tho late 
exhibitions. "A Farmer" has evidently 
been grevioualy afilictod by tho way tho 
awarda wore made by the judges. Prob- 
ably if the articles which ho exhibited had 
been thought worthy by tho judges of 
taking prizes, bo would not have boon 
heard from in this manner. 

After this slanderous attack on our (tho 
Saanich) aocioty, I suppoao it devolves 
upon mo to plaeo before tho pnblic a stuto- 
ment of tho facta of the case. In order to 
give mon of "A •Farmer" typo as little 
chance to liiiil fault as possible with tho 
way that the exhibition was conducted, 
the conimiitee has for tho last two years 
selecteii judges, for the various classes, 
who had no intorosts in tho various ex- 
hibits, and also those who, in the opinion 
of tho committee, were competent to act 
as judges in the respective claasca. As 
some of till! judges S(j ap[)oiiited could not 
attend the exhibition, the coiiiniitteo 
were eonipelleil to till their places with 
others who were on the ground, and in my 
opinion all the geiitlomen ao selected were 
not only capable of judging fairly and Im- 
partially, but did ao in every instance. "A 
Karnier" in his letter finds fault with tho 
couimilloe, but how niiicli more does ho 
insult those gentlemen who were kind 
eiuoigh to spend their time in acting as 
juilues. lloseoins to intend to make it 
mure dillicult for the committee to get 
competent judges, for who will care to act 
for such thanks as "A Farmer" gives. 

To refer to the various counts of hia 
iiidletmeiil, he instances a roadster taking 
lirsi pi-ize from a Clyclesdalu at Cowichaii 
and vice versa at Saanich. Now, are not 
.such things seen every day. The siiniilo 
explai.aliiui is that tho judges in one iii- 
staiico thought that the roadster was the 
lie.^t horse, and in tho other tho Clydes- 
dale. The statenienl that the prize was 
aw.inlcd lo tht^ Clydesdale "because he 
was the str(.iiL;est and not the most uao- 
ful" is ";\ Karuier's" own. With reg.'ird 
'.ollie awards on jjotatoes, "A Farmer" 
only shows his ignorance. Everyone, who 
knows anythiug about potatoes, knows 
that a medium-sized potato is much hotter 
and luoie sale.ible than a large-sized one. 
".■\ l""ariner" cuuint have attended many 
of ihe Sa;uiich shows, or he would have 
known that the "St. Patrick" potatoes 
have been i)rize wiiuiers several times 
since 18S0, when ".St. Patrick's," ux- 
hibitod by mo, took first prize. Although 
not exhibited by me this year, in my 
opinion, they were well worlliy of tlio 
prizi! which they got. .ludgiiig from what 
1 saw myself, I Ile judges on roots wore 
very eareful in making their awarda, and 
gave the prizes to tho moat solid and best 
sliiipod potatoi^s, Purver's horse heat 
Torg(Mise's at the Provincial exhibition, 
aiul was lioateii by bun at Saanich. This 
smijily c.xeioplilies wlial 1 before stated, 
that "Judges ilili'er. " ,-\s to his state- 
moiit thai at Saanich "the ins had it." 
Messrs. Piirvor & Turgooso are both 
uiombers of the society, though neither 
was on the connnittee; and 1 am sure 
that, altliou;,di the decision was adverse to 
jMr. Purvis's luu-.se, i^Ir. Purvis hiinaolf ia 
satisfied that the judges gave tho award to 
what they thought the best horse. Judg- 
ing the butler was very dillicult, thoro 
being S(j many entries, and alt hoing of 
the lirst (pialily. .-Va to tho statoinent 
th:it the wife of the president or vice- 
president always takes lirst prize, the 
records of the soeiciy show that in 1882 
anil ISHI! the wives of the president and 
vice prcMiileiit look neither first nor 
second prizes for either fresh or firkin 
butter. With regard to the statenienl 
that tho cbmniittee only conduct 
the show ill llieir own iiiliM'i^sts 1 can, 
from iiiy own experience, say that for 
ilie last live years, during .vuicli 1 luve 
been one of the committee, and I have 
every reiismi to believe before that time, 
! he committee have constantly had in view 
ilie '.v.'ll-iieiiii; of I ho society, and liavo ac- 
ted with the uliiii>st iuip.'irtialily in ap- 
pointing judges, as well as in everything 
else apperiaiiung to tho society. That 
the committeo roiinburso themselves for 
I heir labors, is a statement only worthy of 
being Iroated with contempt. 

If ".\ P'raiiier" is not. saliafied with tho 
way the pieseut committee conducted tho 
exiiibilioii, I have no doubt that any of 
the cominitlei^ will cheerfully resimi in his 
favor, when he will find that his chance of 
"reimburaing" himself is very alim. Had 
"A Farinor" been manly enough to sign 
his name to his letter, instead of being ao 
aalianii!d of his ci'iumiiiiication that ho had 
lo sludter Iniiisi'lf beliinil a iimii do plume, 
1 have no doiibl t hat ho would have si- 
leady had olhus from some of the commit- 
tiHM.f their |)ositioiis. Anonymous com- 
iiiiiiiic:atiiiiH, as •■ule, are unworthy of 
ootid!, but this luie, slandering the com- 
iiiiltee and judges as it iloes, necessitates a 
reply. Should ".\ Farm er " doubt any of 
my Mtatenieius ] will alwL'ys be glad to 
show him documents to prove thorn, but 
will take no more notice of him aa long as 
he coiitinnea to fear to back his opinions 
with his name.

Oebhardt hns been the most active in 
this expensive style of epistolary com- 
munication, Private letters from Eng- 
land have recently been received in 
this city which in large part (!.v]ilain 
the jjeculiar condition of allairs which 
prevents the immodiate realization of 
the fair English woman. The point of 
ellective force is INlr. Langtry. B" 
parted from his wife some three years 
ago or iiiori^ and since that time has 
gone his way unimpeded and so ha.s 
she. i^lr.s. liangtry has had no com- 
munication wiih him whatever. Last 
year, through a friend, he was aii- 
proached on the subject of divorce, as 
she did not dare to nuiko tho proposi- 
tion directly.

Thus, they 
are in sore ]icrplexity and even now 
Langtry's cous(;nt, has b(ien obtained 
they seem to be as far from tin; goal as 
L'ver. The reason for Langtry's consent 
is said to be that he, too, is desirous of 
marrying again.

Willis \'.. Everett, the famous Siou.x 
1 luliiin .scout, now (;xjilm-ing Alaska, 
writes under date of -'nly 'J l, I '^^S I , 
from Fort Keliaiice, Alaska, 7M be- 
low the head of canoe navigation on 
the U|)|)er \ ii(;on, as follows; I h'ft 
Oliilcat on J une 1 3th and arrived at 
I ho head of the first lake on the 18th. 
Here I l.uiilt a raft and floatid down to 
the first jiurtage, where 1 |irociiri'd logs, 
.sawed them into lioards and made a 
boat in whiidi I ilesccudi'd the chain of 
lake," in safety. I arrived at the cariiiii 
on duly 7tli, where I made another 
portagi? and ilri)|i|)ed the hoat through 
tin; canon, loaded uj) again and jiasKcd 
the Five Hapids in safety. 1 was con- 
gratulating myself upon running thr 
rapiils so well, when I heard the roar- 
ing of water helow iiie and tried to pull 
for the shore, but the current carrieil 
us(l was accoiMpained by a miner) 
right into the niidsc of the worst rapids 
on the entire river. The hoat filleil to 
within three inches of her r.iil at thi' 
stern where I was sitting and came 
very nearly swamping. Mvery thing 
was wet ;in(l dani.aged. 1 ne.\L came 
onto some miners working; on a l ar /!) 
miles above the mouth of ]^<dly Hivcr. 
H(!re my compaion caught the gold fe- 
v(!r and left me and I came on alone. 
When off the mouth of Felly Kiver 
some If) Indians tri(;(l to take my out- 
lit, break nj) my lioat, kili mo and 
throw me into the river, to wdiicli 1 de- 
murred. £Th(Mr loni; Icnivos were of no 
us(! against my Colt's self-cocking, lo 
calibre, and they knew it. I jumped in 
among them, overturned a couple, un- 
ti(;d my painter, jumped back into my 
boat and shoved oil', amid their angry 
shouts at not catching me. I arrived at 
this post July 2:!nd, and will go up 
White River and winter. The ensuing 
s[iring 1 will 'jross over to Cojipi-'r Kiv 
er, desceml to the. ijoast and return to 
Vancouver in September, 1885.
